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ANECDOTES OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


Brevet Major-General E. D. Townsend, late Adju- 
tant-General, U. S. A., has employed some of the 
leisure of his honorable retirement ia the preparation of 
a volume of anecdotes of the Civil War in the United 
States, which is published by D. Appleton and Co., 
New York. Very much that would have added interest 
to the volume has been necessarily omitted, in deference 
toits author’s ‘‘conviction that in some matters in- 
formation confided to him was intended never to be 
made known,” and the fact that he took pains not to 
know too much, abstaining ‘‘ from seeking knowledge 
which it was dangerous to the success of critical enter- 
prises to have disseminated more than was absolutely 
necessary.” Of the many efforts made to induce 
General Scott to resign at the outbreak of the war, 
General Townsend describes one : 

On the occasion Judge Robertson, a small, thin, but vene- 
rable-looking man, came to Washington with two other 
Virginia gentlemen, to offer General Scott the com- 
mand-in-chief of the Army of Virginia, together with an 
estate belonging to the Commonwealth, and esteemed the 
most valuable in Virginia, if he would abandon the United 
States service and go with the South. The general listened 
in silence as Robertson feelingly recalled the days when 
they were school-boys together; and then spoke of the 
warm attachment Virginians always cherished for their 
State, and of their boastsd allegiance to it above all other 
political ties. But, when he began to unfold his offer of a 
commission and estate, the noble old solJier stopped him, 
exclaiming : ‘‘ Friend Robertson, go no further. It is best 
that we part here, before you compel me to resent a mortal 
insult.” Robertson and his frisnds at once took their de- 
parture, and I saw them as they descended the stairs, look- 
ing much discomfited. 

And yet General Scott is one of the officers of our 
Army at whom Jefferson Davis has this spiteful fling in 
a letter dated so late as the 22d of Nov., 1883, Beauvoir, 
Miss., and addressed to the Southern Historical Society 
Papers. Mr. Davis says: ‘‘ To those officers who were 
reared in the Army, and had followed the flag of the 
United States in Indian and in foreiga wars, to whom, 
on sea and land, it revived the memories of home, 
whose friends and associates from boyhood were chiefly 
in the Army, it was a severe trial to sever their profes- 
sional ties and turn their backs upon a flag dear to them 
as the memory of early love; but so many of the 
Southern officers of the Army and Navy made that 
sacrifice, that the exceptions are not sufficiently numer- 
ous to shield them from the contempt which belongs to 
desertion.” 

There is as little occasion to answer this as there was 
for Buvyan’s pilgrim to argue with giant ‘‘ Pagan” 
when he found him chained by the roadside. So we 
return to General Townsend’s anecdotes. In further 
reference to General Scott he quotes what Mr. Floyd 
said in Richmond after he resigned his place as Secre- 
tary of War in Mr. Buchanan’s cabinet: 

The plan invented by General Scott to stop secession was, 
like ali campaigns, devised by him, very able in its details, 
and nearly certain of general success. The Southern States 
are full of arsenals and forts, commanding their rivers and 

ic points. General Scott desired to transfer the Army 
of the United States to these forts as speedily and 8s quietly 
a8 possible. The Southern States could not cut off commu- 
nication between the Government and the fortresses without 
agreat fleet, which they cannot build for years, or take 
them by land withont one hundred thousand men, many 
hundred millions of dollars, several campaigns, and many a 
bloody siege. Had Scott been able to have got these forts 
in the condition he desired them to be, the Southern Con- 

would not now exist. 

On the occasion of the first review by General Scott cf 
the Volunteers, Major Sandford’s division of the New 
York National Guard, 10,000 strong: 

The Garibaldi Guards presented a most picturesque ap- 
pearance, in a rich foreign uniform, with vivandieres at- 
tached to each company, marching on its right flank. As 
this regiment passed in review, nearly every man took from 
the muzzle of his musket, or from his breast, a small bunch 
of flowers, or of evergreens, and tossed it toward the stand. 
The vivandi:.res did the same, and raised their hands to 
their caps in a graceful salute. The ground in front of the 
stand was thus completely strewed with flowers. Qne man, 
more enthusiastic than the rest, stepped from the ranks to- 
ward the stand and lodged a handsome bouquet directly in 

Neral Scott’s lap. The next day there was # loud lament 
and complaint of this regiment from persons living near the 
encampment, that their gardens had been stripped of every 
flower and green sprig ! 


.The last interview between Scott and Lee, just pre- 
vious to the war, is thus described by General Town- 
Bre who was the sole witness to it :

Colonel Lee.—General, the property belonging to my 
children, all they possess, lies in Virginia. They will be 
ruined if they do not go with their State. I cannot raise my 
band against my children. 

The general then signified that he had nothing further to 
say, and Col. Lee withdrew. The next day, April 20, 1861, 
he tendered his resiguation, and it was accepted the 25th: 
General Scott made no remark upon the subject, but ho was 
evidently much grieved at thus parting with a man of whom 
he had been justly proud, and for whom he had cherished 
the highest personal regard. He had no more devoted or 
efficient staff officer than Lee was in the Mexican war. 

It was probably near the same day as the interview with 
General Scott that the following incident, related to me by 
the late General Shiras, occured. Shiras was in the office 
of Adjutant-General L. Thomas when Colonel Lee came in 
there. Standing at the side of the table opposite where 
Thomas was sitting, said, ‘* General Thomas, I am told 
you have said 1 was a traitor!” Thomas arose, and looking 
bim in the eye, replied: ‘*I have said so; do you wish to 
know on what authority?” ** Yes,” said Lee. “ Well, on 
the authority of General Scott!” Lee muttered, ‘There 
must be some mistake,” turned and left the room. 

Jefferson Davis states an historical fact, when he 
says, in the letter from which we have already quoted: 
**When Lee came and offered his services to Virginia, 
he was at Once appointed Commander-in-Chief of her 
army, for Virginia had not then united with the Con- 
federate States. Subsequent to that event Virginia 
voluntarily became one of the Confederate States, as 
she had in 1788 become one of the United States. Then 
the Armv of Virginia was transferred and became a 
part of the army of the Confederate States. General 
Lee was nominated and confirmed to the highest grade 
then existing 1n the Confederate army.” This is said in 
reply to a statement that the highest rank was offered 
to Sidney Johnston. Mr. Davis says: ‘‘ Brigadier- 
General Twiggs was the highest in rank of the officers 
who left the United States Army to serve the Confed- 
eracy, aud under our law must bave had the highest 
rank todo so, and was commissioned in the provisional 
army. So much for the fictitious engagements with 
‘Sidney Johnston for first command.’” 
= When the news of the first battle of Bull Run was re- 
ceived at Washington, Gen. Towusend tells us, ‘‘I sat 
near the door of Gen. Scott’s room to receive and read 
aloud the messages as they were received. At last came 
one in which the death of Col. Cameron, brother of the 
Secretary of War, was reported. As I read aloud, pot 
knowing what was to follow, I pronounced the words: 
‘Col. Cameron—’, and then perceived that the sentence 
immediately came, ‘was Killed.’ I had just time to 
stop abruptly, look at the Secretary a momert, and then 
finish the sentence in a low voice. This was the only 
preparation tor the shocking announcement of his 
brother’s death that could be given.” 

‘**McClellan was not Gen. Scott’s first choice for gen- 
eral-in-chief of the Army, to succeed him on his retire- 
ment. As the time approached when he proposed giv- 
ing up the command, he frequently expressed anxiety 
to hear that Gen. Halleck had arrived from California, 
where he had long been residing. He remarked that 
he should feel quite easy to turn over his responsibili- 
ties to Halleck as major-general, commanding the Army. 
While Gen. Scott held McUlellan in high estimation for 
some junior command, he preferred Halleck, as being 
ten years older, and therefore presumably having riper 
judgment, besides having known accomplishment in 
theoretical knowledge of military Jaw and practice.” 

Gen. Townsend takes occasion to explain that it was 
in opposition to his own wishes that he was kept on 
duty in the Adjutant General’s office instead of being 
ordered to the field during the war. ‘‘ When,” he says, 
‘*Gen. McClellan directed me to report to Adjutant 
General L. Thomas for duty in the office, 1 could not 
forbear saying: ‘General, I have been along time on 
duty there, and hoped now to have a turn in the field.’ 
The General replied that my peculiar experience was 
needed to systematize matters in the office, which had 
fallen into confusion.” He speaks in high terms of 
Secretary Stanton, and contradicts from personal knowl- 
edge the story of his suicide. He tells various anec- 
dotes, however, which prove that his service under the 
irascible War Secretary was not a ‘‘bed of flowery 
ease.” The Secretary ‘‘found that a determined will 
would often alone enable him to surmount obstacles in 
the way of the public service. This, added to the 
nervous irritability which infallibly attends overwork, 
sometimes made him arbitrary and offensive in his man- 
ners. But I always found him ready to make amends 
when in the wrong—if not directly by apology, yet by 
some exceedingly kind act which more than atoned for 
his hasty words. He confirmed this impression, when 
about to take final leave of the War Department, by 
saying to me that the only regret he felt in severing offi- 
cial relations with the officers who, under his adminis- 
tration of the War Department, had go faithfully and 
intelligently served the coyntry, was that, ‘“‘ sometimes 
when racked in body and mind,” he had not been able 
to contro} himself, and had addressed language to them 
which he afterwards regretted.” 

The controversy between Mr. Stanton and ad interim 
Secretary of War Gen. Thomas seems to have been of 
rather a Pickwickjan character, according to General 
Townsend. Qn the famous occasion when Thomas 
presented himself to demand the office of Secretary of 
War, after the formalities were over, Mr. Stanton, 
‘‘seeing that the general looked as if he bad no rest the 
night before, playfully running his fingers through the 
general’s hair, as he wearily leaned back in his chair, 
said: ‘ Well, old fellow, have you had avy breakfast 
this morning? ‘No,’ said Thomas, good naturedly. 
‘Nor anything to drink?’ ‘No.’ ‘Then you are as 
badly;off as Lam, for I have had. neither.’ Mr. Stan- 


ton then sent out for some refreshments. Gen. Thomas 
related how he had been arrested just before returning 
with his children from a ball, before he had time to eat 
his breakfast, and they had a very pleasant conversation 
for half an hour.” 

As Gen. Townsend’s book is all interesting and ten:pts 
to extracts beyond our limits of space, we must refer 
yah a for a continuation of this article to the book 
itself.

NAVY COURT-MARTIAL ORDERS. 


G. C. M. O. 37, Oct. 13, 1883, announces the proceedings, etc., of 
a General Court-martial, which convened on board the U.S. 8. 
Vermont, at the Navy-yard, New York, May 17, 1883, and of which 
Commodore Edward Y. McCauley, U. 8. N., was president, in the 
case of Commander Frederick R. Smith, U. 8. Navy, found guilty 
of “scandalous conduct, tending to the destruction of good 
morals.’’

ANNAPOLIS NOTES. 


THE annual Blue Book of the Nava] Academy has been issued. 
It isa curious and interesting history of the mental and moral 
capacities of the 247 youths now preparing for honorable dis- 
charge from the service or a gallant career in the American Navy. 
The effect of the legislation is very plainly seen between the 
covers of the Register. The dden flurry of Congress and the 
Navy Department to reduce the Navy to a peace footing not only 
reached the Naval Academy, but it affected the country at large. 
The severe act of Aug. 5, 1882, which allowed only ten graduates 
annually to secure, of a certainty, places in the Navy, was fol- 
lowed by a very limited number of applicants to enter the Naval 
Academy. Hence the present third class has but 33 members. 
This year the country and the naval authorities prove that they 
have recovered from their alarm, and the fourth class, which 
came in in June and September, 1883, has 121 members, and 
already candidates for admission to the Academy as naval cadets 
have made their appearance in Annapolis, and are being prepa: 
by the regular “‘coaches” of this city for the examination of 1884. 

The following are the States and Territories in which there are 
vacancies in the Naval Academy, which can be filled now by the 
Congressmen of the respective districts. The districts in which 
the vacancies are will be given alone by the Secretary of the 
Navy : Alaba a, 1; Arkansas, 3; California, 2; Colorade, 1; Florida, 
1; Georgia, 3; Dlinois, 6; Indiana, 3; Iowa, 2; Kansas, 2; Kentucky, 
8; Louisiana, 3; Maine, 2: Massachusetts, 11: Michigan, 8; Min- 
nesota, 1; Mississippi, 2; Missouri, 2; Nebraska, 2; New Hamp- 
shire,2; New Jersey, 2; New York, 4; Ohio, 5; Pennsylvania, 3; 
Rhode Island, 1; Tennessee, 3; Texas, 4; Virginia, 6; West Vir- 
ginia, 4; Wisconsin, 4; Montana, 1; Dakota, 1; Washington, 6. At 
large, an appointment by the President, 1. 

The Register shows that there are 247 naval cadets at the Acad- 
emy, viz.: First class, 48; second, 45; third, 33; fourth, 121. 
Among these are those who entered as cadet engineers, the cadets 
who petitioned Congress on Monday to enact a law to prevent the 
act of Aug. 5, 1882, from affecting their status in the Navy : First 
class, 22; second class, 21. 

These young gentlemen entered the Navy under laws that gave 
them, if they were studious and exemplary in conduct, the cer- 
tainty of acommission in the Navy. Thecelebrated act of Ang. 
5, 1882, changed their status entirely, and put them all in a com- 
petitive race. The old law required of them only a fixed standard 
ef merit to secure commissions in the Navy. The old cadets are 
restive under the new rules and regulations created by the act 

















entioned. 

Br this wholesale sisughter of their aspirations was put down 
much of the bad spirit in the institution last year. The 
class that was in so much trouble, as usual, set the fashion for 
the balance of the cadets, and gayety was put aside for one sea- 
son in the bright and cheery precincts of the Academy. Oadets 
who dared to do otherwise than be sad and refuse to enjoy the 
pleasures of the hop and the ball were put “in coventry,” that is, 
were let severely alone by their schoolmates and treated to all 
the delights of social ostracism. Now allischanged. The ball, 
the hop, the dance, the game and the show foliow in regular 
order, interspersed in those interstices of rest that the superin- 
tendent allows in the sturdy, regular and severe curriculam of 
the Academy. The Academy people, from cadet to officer, and 
from sailor to soldier, know how to do everything neat and nice 
that they undertake. The cadets have in this order invented a 
quaint feature in their Christmas eve ball. They propose to have 
a huge stocking made, into which the friends of the first class 
are expected to put their Christmas presents. There will be any 
amount of amusement over this comical invention, and cad 
will very probably find some exceedingly suggestive donations 
in the giant stocking that they haveset up. On New Year’s eve- 
ning tbe cadets will raise their Christmas tree, and from its am- 
ple branches they will have opportunity to return, in kind, the 
favors of their friends. 

Fifteen marines have been detached from the Naval Academy 
and are ordered to the U.S. 8. G to complete the Marina 
Guard on that vessel, They will leave Dec. 21 for the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard in charge of Lieut. Gibson and Orderly 1]

Affairs have grown very quiet at the Naval Academy since 
the cold weather set in. All outdoor drills have been suspend- 
ed, and even the favorite pastime, the hop, failed to draw from 
distance on Saturday afternoon. On Saturday evens De ca- 
dets contented themselves with that polkiest of all things, q 
stag-dance. 








NAVY-YARD, BOSTON. 


The Yard has not been closed yet, but it has been covered 
with about twelve inches of snow. It was expected that 
both the Powhatan and the Shenandoah, would sail this week, 
but the stormy weather has prevented their being got ready.

Navy at lurge to find that the idea that Jength of ser. 
vice demands an increase of pay seems to be slowly 
making its way. It is not impossible that further re- 
search would develop other ‘‘groups of officers,” 
whose advancement in rank and pay has not been equal 
to those of their fellows. We must congratulate the 
junior ensigns upon their improved status, and we con- 
fidently lock for a wiping out of their junior grades at 
the present session of Congress. Too much cannot be 
said in favor of the change recommended by the Secre- 
tary. 

It is more than probable that those naval officers who 
are on duty in the department, and others who have 
been there, will entirely dissent from Mr. Chandler's 
views regarding its organization. His complaint is ex- 
actly the reverse of theirs; he says there 1s too much 
naval influence, while they rehearse the story 
that the Department is run by its clerks, and that 


they find themselves by no means ‘‘ an adequate coun- 
terpoise to the civil element.” If bureau ollicers were 
given more control rather than less, it 1s not imy rossible 
that the ‘‘1410 naval officers expending from ‘ifteen 

to twenty millions” would so manage affairs that less 
of this sum would find its way into the pockets of con- 
tractors. Suchareform must go pari pass with that 


in the Navy yards; they are closely related, and are ne- 
cessary adjuncts of each otber. 


Adinitting the necessity of an Assistant Secretary 
from civil life, we might ask why none was appoioted 


under the law which permitted this to be dove? Such 
an officer should, it seems to us, be chosen from among 
the naval officers of rank, whose advice and assis‘ance 
it would be desirable for any non-professional man to 
have. It is true that there sre men of all shades of 
opinion in the service, and that conversation often de. 
velops somewhat wild and erratic views ; but the respon- 
sibility of office and the giving of opinions and advice 
in black and white tend to make a man cautious and 
conservative. Such a policy has been followed in Eng 

land for many years, and also in other countries with 
good results. We believe a ‘ike professional advice 
would be of service here also. 

With regard to the office of Nuval Solicitor, the ex- 
periences of the Navy whena civilian occupied this 
place has rendered it extremely cautious and wary re. 
garding its renaissance. While it is undoubtedly true

vice, as well as the bills intended to carry out his re- 
commendations introduced to the Senate this week. 








RgoENTLY, in discussing the question of re-enlist- 
ments, we gave it as our opinion that a system of im- 
mediate re-enlistment on discharge should be estab- 
lished. The Adjutant-General of the Army, in his 
Annual Report, coincided with our opinion and advo- 
cated a change in the present system of permitting re- 
enlistment within one month from date of discharge. 
This Ze urges will stimulate the re-enlistment of good 
scidiers who might otherwise be lost to the Service by 
finding civil employment during what may be termed 
their one months’ leave of absence. Since the matter 
was first discussed we have received several communi- 
cations arguing for or against the plan proposed. One 
correspondent differs with the suggestion in toto, and 
says: “ The best way to remedy all this would be to 
allow men who are dissatisfied with the prospect of 
serving five years under their present company com- 
manders at the end of each year to transfer to the 
branch of Service which they prefer, and if possible to 
the particular company in which they incline to serve.” 
Such a radical change would, we imagine, produce so 
much restlessness in the Army as to utterly destroy its 
efficiency. Still it is a question worthy of considera- 
tion as to whether it is for the best interests in the Ser- 
vice that soldiers should grow up with a regiment as it 
were, or at periodical intervals, on the occasion of re- 
enlistment, for example, change to some other regiment 
in a different locality. Our opinion inclines to continued 
service with one regiment and company as best likely 
to secure that element of stability so essential in regi- 
mental matters and to foster esprit du corps, sadly 
lacking now-a-days. We should be glad to receive an 
expression of opinion from those whose long experience 
in the managemeut uf companies enables them to 
state whether a system of immediate re-enlistment, or 
a continuance of the present system under the act of 
August 2, 1854, would be most conducive to the wel- 
fare of the Service. 








Ir seems to have given General O. O. Howard, U. 8. 
A., much trouble to explain that he did notin his re- 
cent annual report, recommend’ that deserters be hbrand- 
ed with a red hot iron. We referred to what he did rec- 
ommend, last week and since note, that in an interview 
with a reporter he said: ‘‘ that nothing was further from 
his thoughts than the notion that deserters should be 
branded with iron. Years agoit was the custom to 
mark with indelible ink convicted bounty-jumpers, and 
in making the present recommendation he had that in 
mind. He thought that a slight mark, not necessarily 
a letter, but something distinctive, might prevent re-en- 
listment on the part of a deserter. It is the custom of 
many deserters to re-enlist merely for the purpose of se- 
curing transportation, clothing, a temporary living, after 
receiving which they will desert again. As every enlist- 
ed man is previously examined by a surgeon, a slight in. 
delible mark would be readily detected, and this portion 
of the evil would be remedied.” 


GeygRaL Maorggty, in his recent annual report pays 
the following tribute to the Commissary Sergeants of 
the Army: ‘The experience of ten years has fulfilled 
anticipations aud demonstrated the value to the 
Army of these sergeants, picked men, carefully selected 
from worthy soldiers whose character and capacity 
have been shown during the years of faithful service 
they must render before they are eligible to appoint- 
ment. They hold an honorable position, take a pride 
in their duties and by their knowledge of and attention 
to the stores on hand, to guard them from the damage 
to which, without constant care, they would be ex- 
posed. With very rare exceptions they have shown 
hemselves worthy of the trust confided to them, and 


have amply repaid the Government all they have cost 
it.” 








A corREsPonpENT thinks that a little more refine- 
ment in the manner of preparing and serving meals to 
soldiers would have a beneficial effect, and that a rea- 
sonable supply of butter should be included in the ra- 
tion.

Tue Naval Board appointed for the examination of 
various kinds of torpedoes, Captain Belknap, President, 
has as yet held no meeting.

Tue Secretary of War sent tothe Senate on Thurs 
day the report from the Inspector-General of the Army 
of the Soldiers’ Home at Washington. The report 





speaks in glowing terms of the present condition of the 
institution and its surroandings. The.location of the 
Home is, however, unfortunately too near a city where 
all kinds of temptations abound. It is recommended 
that a Casino or something of the kind should be built 
for the use of the inmates and that a bar of some sort 
where beer can be sold therein be erected. This, Gen- 
eral Sacket thinks, would prevent the soldiers from 
leaving the institution to visit grog shops. 

It is recommended that the City of Washington bear 
@ portion of the expense of repairing the roads through 
the Home, on which $10,000 are yearly expended, taken 
from funds coming from enlisted men, whereas, its 
citizens receive the greatest benefit from them. In 
justice to the Home it is recommended that the precise 
sum due the Home by the Government be ascertained so 
that it can be deposited in such a way that interest can 
be drawn upon it. The amount is thought to be be 
tween a million and a half and two million dollars. 











At least chree members of Congress have thus far 
declared themselves in favor of reorganizing the In- 
spector General’s Department, but they do not seem all 
to agree as to how it should be done. Mr. Steele (See 
H-354,and Sewell S.157,) agrees that original vacancies 
which it is proposed to create, should be filled by pro- 
motion from Captains of the line, but Mr. Steele wants

Tue acticn of Lieutenant General Sheridan in per- 
mitting each Department Commander to select a subal- 
tern officer from his commund to serve as inspector of 
rifle practice will be received with favor by the Army.

Or late the War Department ruled, and more than 
once, that non-commissioned officers are not to be em- 
ployed on extra or daily duty of a nature not consonant 
with their position in the military service. There 
seems to be no impropriety in this; iu fact, it is a 
praiseworthy endeavor to elevate the grade of non- 
commissioned officer, but it shuts off the class almost 
entirely from receiving extra duty pay, and in many 
cases it will be found that the private soldier on extra 
duty is receiving more pay than the sergeant on duty. 
This is a plea, and a strong one, we imagine, in behalf 
of an advance in the pay of non-commissioned officers, 
and we trust to see it duly urgedin the proper quarter, 
with other pleas equally strong, to bring about a con~ 
summation which every one acquainted with military 
affairs concedes is now a matter of special necessity.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Gren. Thomas Jefferson Cram, a distinguished officer of 
the Army, on the retired list, died snddenly on «huraday af- 
ternoon in a street car on Chestnut strect, Philadelphia. 
A physician called to the spot expressed the opinion that 
death was due to apoplexy. General Oram was a native of 
New Hampshire, and entered the Mulitary Academy from 
that State July 1, 1822. Was graduated July 1, 1826, and 
promoted the same day brevet 2d Lieutenant of the 2d, and 
2d Lieutenant of the 4th Artillery. He served at the Military 
Academy from 1826 to 1836, having on the 10th of April, 
1835, been promoted 1st Lieutenant, and on the 16th of 
September, 1836, resigned. Fortwo years he was engaged 
as assistant engineer on railroads in Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania, andon July 7, 1838, was reappointed in the Army, 
with the rank of Captain of the Corps of Topograpbical 
Engineers. From this time forward until 1861 he served in 
various responsible positions. Oa the 6th of August, 1861 
he was promoted Major. Sept. 9, 1861, Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and on the 25thof September of that year Colonel and 
A. A.D. C., and served for some years thereafter on the 
staff of General Wool. On the 23d of November, 1865, he 
was promoted Colonel in the Corps of Engineers, and on 
the 22d of February, 1869, was placed on the retired list. He 
received the brevets of Brigadier and Major General, Janu- 
ary 13, 1866, for faithful and meritorious services during 
the rebellion, 





Mr. Oliver Ellsworth Wood, a grandson of Oliver Eils- 
worth, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, under President Washington, and a relative of Lieu- 
tenant O. E. Wood, 5th U. 8. Artillery, died at |Westport, 
Connecticut, on Tuesday, December 18th. 

Carr. Tuomas M. Toxrman, ist U.8. Infantry, who has 
been suffering-for some time from heart disease, died at Fort 
Leavenworth Dec. 14. Capt. Tolman entered the Military 
Academy from his native State, Maine, July 1, 1861, and was 
graduated June 23, 1865, and promoted 2d lieutenant, 6th 
U. 8. Cavalry; promoted ist lieutenant Jan. 25, 1866, and 
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captain Nov. 18, 1867. The most of his service in the cay- 
alry was in Texas, and on Jan. 1, 1871, he was transferred 
to the ist U.S. Infantry. At the time of his death he was 
on duty with his company at the School of Application, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas. 

The funeral ceremonies took place Dec. 16. The attend- 
ance was large and the procession an imposing one. First 
came a company of the 20th Infantry as ercort ; then a cais- 
son bearing the casket ; then the deceased vfficer’s company 
as mourners, commissioned officers, uetachment of cavalry, 
ladies of the post in carriages, Gen. Augur and staff in car- 
riages, and last citizen friends. The pall bearers were cap- 
tains stationed at Fort Leavenworth. The deceased Cflicer 
leaves a widow and four children. 

Gey. W. J. Ruzse, a relative of Paymaster Reese, U.8.A., 
and by marriage of the Sherman family, died suddenly at 
Lancaster, O.,0n Monday, Dec. 17. The deceased gentle- 
man was one of the best known Masons in the United States, 
having instituted in 1828 the first Commandery, Lancaster, 
No. 2. He was a Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge, 
and was one of the committee appointed to revise the ritual 
and bylaws of the Order. 

Commopors W. B. Warrtna, 4 veteran officer on the re- 
tired list of the Navy, died at Milwaukee, Wis., on Monday 
last, Dec. 17, in his seventy-first year. He was born in New 
York Nov. 18, 1813, and joined the Navy Feb. 2, 1829. Until 
1831 he was on the receiving ship at New York and then 
joined the Pacific Squadron, remaining with it until 1834, 
He was then again on duty at New York fora short period in 
1835, and served with the Pacific Squadron until 1836. From 
that time forward he was actively engaged in various sur- 
veys until 1855, when he was placed on the retired list. In 
1861, being unable to perform duty afloat, he was assigned 
to charge of the Naval Observatory at Washington, having 
no assistantfin hydrographical duty, thus leaving a more 
able-bodied officcr available for active duty at sea. He was 
commissioned a commander in 1861, captain in 1867, anda 
commodore in 1871. In 1871 he relinquished hydrographic 
duty on account of physical infirmities, and soon afterwards 
made Milwaukee his home. There he was much noticed on 
account of his being ridden about the city every five day in 
an easy chair fixed on wheels, Commodore Whiting was an 
interesting conversationalist and of ounsiderable literary 
ability. That he retained his mental faculties to the last 
evidenced by the fact that he favored the Army anp Navy 
JournaL a fortnight ago with some excellent verses, ‘‘ On 
the Andes,” which appeared in the number of Dec. 8. Hence- 
forth for him, in the language of his own beautifal lines— 

Both sights and sounds are fraught 
With charms that lure the weary heart 

From every grosser earth-born worldly thought, 
And bid earth’s cares depart.

Or Captain Wiu1am Watntace, of the Marine Corps 
whose death at Jefferson Hospital, Philadelphia, on the 
morning {of Dec. 12th inst, was reported last week a cor- 
re®pondent writes : 

By the death of Oapt. Wallace, the Marine Corps loses 
one of its most brave and accomplished officers. He was the 
eldest son of the late Capt. William Wallace and Sarah Galt 
Wallace of Baltimore. His mother survives him and re- 
sides in her native city. From both parents he inherited a 
passion for letters. So great were his endowments in this 
regard and so vast his memory that at the early age of six- 
teen he was elected honorary member of the Baltimore His- 
torical Society, while in late years his mind seemed to be an 
encyclopedia of historical facts. While, however, his taste 
and inclinations Jed him towards literary pursuits, his life 
was that of asoldier. His literary eflorta were confiuved to 
occasional lectures and essays upon historical subjects and 
modern travel. Whether or not his works will be collected 
for publication we do not know. Before attaining his ma- 
jority he per ee his father abroad. Upon his return 
a short time before the Rebellion, still a youth, he entered 
into business at Baltimore, in which he was engaged when 
the War broke upon the Country.

in June 1862, being appointed Lieutenant by Presi- 
dent Lincoln upon the recommendation of Bishop Whitting 
ham of Maryland, a life long friend of the family.

The wound he recei at 
Fort Fisher so injured the artery of the left leg, that finally 
an aneurism or pulstating tumor formed from the effects of 
which he ultimately died. As a last resort, a desperate 
hope he was operated upon by Docters Pancost and Grose 
of Philadelphia. The operation, from the nature of the 
disease, was remarkably severe at one time, he being sixty 
hours under the hands of the surgeone and their assistants 
He refused the aid of anisthetics ; watched, submitted to, and 
abeerved the various operations calmly and w.tbout murmur;

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Secretary Chandler holds firm in his decision about the 
closing of the League Island Navy Yard. He has been asked 
from all sides (politically speaking) to keep the yard open, 
even if only the present small force is retained. He has 
turned a deaf ear, however, to all entreaties, and directed 
the different heads of bureaux to cease work entirely in their 
respective departments, only retaining a sufficient force of 
men to keep watch over the material, tools, etc., in the yard, 
until the 15th of January, when, according to his letter, the 
Ossipee, now being repaired there, must be completed, or 
sent to another yard. The Shenandoah having been com- 
pleted at the Boston Navy Yard, no further work will be done 
there. The Secretary’s recommendation for the sale of fifty- 
three acres of the N. Y. Navy Yard has already attracted the 
attention of New York real estate men. Several gentlemen 
have visited the Department this week to examine the deeds, 
etc., under which the property was purchased by the Govern- 
ment, with a view of making an offer for it if authonzed to 
be sold. Representative Darwin R. James, of New York, is 
interested, and will shortly introduce a bill in the House pro- 
viding for the sale of this property. 

The clerks of the Bureau of Milltary Justice have just 
completed the copy of the record in the Whittaker case, upon 


. which they have been engaged at intervals when other mat- 


ters of business did not require attention, since last spring. 
The total number of pages copied was over 11,000. A com- 
parison of the copy with the original is now being mado, 
and when completed will be expressed to Mr. Whittaker. 
Deputy Quartermaster General James J. Dana, formally 
assumed his new duties in the office of the Quartermaster- 
General at Washington on Tuesday last. The Quartermas- 
ter-General contemplates some important change in the 
clerical part of his office. No change will be made in the 
force, but a general redistribution of work is proposed. 

The proceedings of the Court-martial in the case of Cap- 
tain Chambers McKibbin, held on charges of duplicating 
his pay accounts, were received by Judge Advocate General 
Swaim on Saturday last. The sentence is suspension for 
a short period—not over a year. The papers are now in the 
hands of the Secretary of War. It is thought probable that 
the President will mitigate the sentence, as it was shown in 
the trial that duplication of accounts resulted from negli- 
gence, and not from any intention to defraud. The case 
will go the President this week. 

So far as can be ascertained the President has taken no 
action in the case of Chaplain Mesplie. 

Nearly all of the proof sheets of the new Army Register, 
have been received from the Government printer and cor- 
rected by Mr. Brown, the able and industrious gentleman 
who has this work in charge. With the exception of the 
changes that may occur between now and the Ist of Janu- 
ary, the Register may be said to be completed. The final 
correction will be sent to the printer immediately after the 
holidays, and unless some unforeseen, questions arise in con 
nection with the nominations now. before the Congress, the 
Register will be ready for distribntion by the Ist of January 
or very shortly after. The most striking change in the new 
Register from that of last year will be the new rearrangement 
of officers on the retired list. It has been decided by the 
Secretary of War, to place these officers on the list in the 
several grades according to dates of retirement without re- 
gardto rank. Thus an officer at the top of the list, although 
holding higher relative rank than an officer at the foot, if 
he was retired after the officer below him, will be brougkt 
down to the bottom of the list. 

Senator Hale’s appointment as Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee is generally regarded as encourag- 
ing to the future of the Navy. Hesays he shall make a 





study of this service this year. He is in thorough sympa- 
thy with the recommendations of the Sporetary and the 


President with reference to building new ships, and it is h 
purpose to ‘go into the matter thoroughly at a very carly 
day. It is his intention to have before the Committee as 
many experts in Naval Architecture as will come and to ex- 
amine into details as far as his time will allow. He 
thinks that from five to seven vessels of war should be bnilt 
each year, until we have twenty-five first-class vessels. With 
reference to the personnel he is not prepared yet to say 
much, but proposes to give this subject full and fair consid- 
ération. The Committee did not meet this week, but will 
come together immediately after the holiday recess. The 
nominations that have been sent in, will therefore go over 
without action until that time. From present indications 
there will be a little trouble with one of them before confir- 
mation is secured. The late Commander of the Ashuelos 
(Mullan), who was dismissed by Court-martial has already 
filed papers before the Committee protesting against the con- 
firmation of the nomination made in consequence of his dis- 
missal. He seeks restoration to the service on the ground 
that the Court which tried him was illegally constituted by 
reasons of over two-thirds of its members being his juniors, 
He will shortly have a bill introduced for this purpose. 

The President, has ordered a joint Army and Navy Board 
to meet in Washington, Dec. 20th, to consider the subject of 
an expedition for the relief of Lieut. Greely. The follow- 
ing officers compose the Board : Brig.-Gen. W. B. Hazon, 
U. 8. A., Capt. J. A. Greer, U.S. N., Lieut.-Commdr, B. H. 
McCOalla, U. S. N., Capt. Geo. W. Davis, U. 8. A. The board 
met on Thursday at the office of the Chief Signal Officer, 
organized with Gen. Hazen, president, and Capt. George W, 
Davis, 14th Inf., recorder, and then adjourned until Satur« 
day. 

The President left Washington on Thursday to attend the 
annual banquet of the New England Society in Brooklyn 
Friday evening, and the banquet of the New England 
Society of Philadelphia on Saturday. He will return to 
Washington by Sunday and spend the Christmas holidays 
there. Secretary Chandler and probably other members of 
the Cabinet accompanied the President. 

CuieF Engineer Henry Lee Snyder, U. 8. N., Superintend- 
ent of the State, War and Navy Department Building, left 
Washington on Friday morning, accompanied by his wife, 
to spend the Christmas holidays with his wife’s parents in 
Pottsville, Pa. Mr. Snyder is much in need of rest, having 
had no recreation since he took charge of the building. Be- 
sides the arduous duties connected with his new position he 
still acts as detail officer of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing. That Bureau being without a chief he is also frequently 
called upon to decide questions arising in the Bureau that 
would properly come under an Engineer-in-Chief if there 
was one. Thus it will be seen he has his hands full, and the 
vacation he is having is well earned. 

Lieut. Wm. M. Medcalfe, of the Ordnance Department 
has been ordered to Cleveland to inspect the steel which is 
being made at the Otis Iron and Steel Works, under con- 
tract with the Department, from which the wire is to be 
rolled for the Woodbridge steel wire-guns.

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REVENIE MARINE AND LIFE-SAVING SERVICES. 


Ox the subject of the transfer of these two Services to the 
control of the Navy Department, Secretary Chandler, in his 


annual report, says : 

The duties of the Revenue Marine, as officially defined, 

nsist in cruising for the prevention of illicit trade, and for 
the enforcement of certain laws applicable to shipping, par- 
ticularly those requiring the registry, enrollment, and license 
of vessels, compelling life-saving appliances tu be kep 
therein, the name and hailing port to be affixed, and lighis 
thes exhibited; probibiting the overloading of ‘passengers, 
assessing the marine-hospital tax, and aiding in the quaran- 
tine service of the States. The cutters further assist in en- 
forcing the neutrality laws, and those for the suppression of 

iracy, and for the protection of the timber reserves. They

tothe general purpose and scope of the naval officer's pro- 
fession. The only duty connected directly with the customs 
is that of the seizure of smugglers—a duty which is precisely 
similar to the naval officer’s duty of searching and seizing, 
during war, vessels engaged in contraband trade. It re- 
quires & knowledge of the statutes relating to the subject, a 
knowledge not very difficult to acquire; but beyond this 
nothing that is outside of a naval officer’s necesvary training. 
The duties of both services are identical in their general 
nature, only they operate in different localities. Both cruise 
to protect the maritime interests of the Government, and to 
render assistance to American veesels—the one on the coast, 
the other, in addition, at sea andin foreign waters. One 

lices the shore, the other the ocean. In war both engage 
in naval operations. 

The practical identity in the character of the Naval and 
the Revenue-Marine Services hes in the fact that they are 
both nautical and both military. ‘hat the Revenue Marine 
is a nautical service requires po proof, It is nothing if not 
nautical. That it is a military service was officially asserted 
by the Treasury Department in the report on the service for 
1881, in these words: 

The Revenue Marine, while charged by law with the perform- 
ance of important civil duties, is essentially military in ita char- 
acter, Each vessel is provided with great guns, and furnished 
with as full a complement of small arms for its crew as any ship 
of war. Its officers are required to be proficient in military drill, 
and possess a thorough knowledge of the uses of both great and 
small arms. Its crews are required to be instructed from day to 
day at the great guns and in the use of the carbine, pistol, and 
cutlass. Commanding officers are required, while boarding ves- 
sels arriving in ports of the United States, in case of the failure or 
refusal of any such vessel, on being hailed, to come to and submit 
to the proper inspection by an officer of the service, to fire, first 
across her bows as a warning, and, in case of persistent refusal, to 
resort to shot or shell to compel obedience. In the performance 
of this work, they are likely at any time to receive injuries, and 
be subjected to the same dangers in time of peace as the force 
employed on naval vessels. 

By the act of March 2, 1799, it is provided that “ the revenue 
cutters shall, whenever the President so directs, co-operate with 
the Navy.” It will be observed that the co-operation of the two 
services prescribed in the act above quoted is not contingent 
upon a state of war or other particularly perilous conditions. On 
the contrary, it may take placein time of peace and for pacific 
purposes, and when less hazard is involved to the two services 
than pertains to the discharge by a revenue vessel of its ordinary 
duties. . . It is difficult to conceive that discrimination could 
be made by the law between services suvjected to equally hazard- 
ous and equally important military duties, both in time of peace 
and in time of war. Objection to granting pensions for the 
Tevenue-marine officers and seamen has been made, on the ground 
that such action would be extending this bounty to civil em- 
ployees of the Government, a policy to which our legislative 
traditions, so to speak, are opposed. But, if in legal theory they 
are civil employees, are they so in fact? Are they less positively 
apart of our military forcein time of war than the Army or 
Navy? It is true, revenue vessels are not to be ordered into 
action on purely military service, offensive or defensive, except 
the President so direct; neither are vessels of the Navy. 

The above clear and precise statement, showing that the 
so-called Revenue Marine is simply a coast navy, is without 
doubt correct and just, notwithstanding that the same sub- 
ordinate in the Treasury Department who formulated it for 
official communication to Congress, now makes the follow- 
ing assertion, though not, as it appeats, with the endorse- 
ment of the Secretary :

THE FORTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


Army and Navy matters in Congress this week were 
not any more exciting than last week. A few more 
bills were introduced in the Senate. The House, in 
which there w’s absolutely nothing that concerns the 
two services, adjourned on Monday out of respect for 
Representative Haskell of Kansas, who died the day 
before, until Wednesday, when discussion on an elec- 
tion case occupied the day. On Thursday, after a few 
hours spent in debate over a resolution to give an extra 
}month’s pay to its dismissed employees, the House 
| adjourned until Monday next, when the Speaker will 
announce the new Committees. The Senate also ad- 
journed. 

In presenting the several bills embodying the recom- 
mendations of Secretary Chandler with regard to build- 
ing up the Navy, which we give below, S. 697, 698, 
699 (see also H. R. 277), Senator Hale, in the Senate, 
on Monday, made the following remarks : 

“T ask leave, without previous notice, to introduce 
several bills touching the building up of our Navy. It 
does not seem to me that there are many subjects that 
will be likely to come before Congress at this session of 
more immediate importance thanthis. The bills which 
I shall introduce, with the leave of the Senate, relate 
to the organization of the Navy, its personnel, the sub- 
ject of promotions, and also as to what may be called 
the larger side of the subject, the building of new ships. 
The last Congress took an important step in that direc- 
tion, but the rapid disappearance of our old wooden 
ships tells us too plainly that the more important work 
of further increasing our Navy in its force of ships 
ought to be attended to at once. These bills have been 
prepared, I may say, with a good deal of care and at- 
tention, and I hope that the Naval Committee will take 
them into consideration at an early day and give the 
matter a most thorough and complete consideration, 
and report such measures to this body as may meet with 
its approval. I do not say that 1 am wedded, for une, 
to every provision in these bills. They ought to be 
scrutinized carefully, and whenever anything is done 
and reported to this body, I hope and believe that we 
may be able to consider it with reference not to the past 
but to the future, with reference not to any political 
standpoint, but to what is a great and increasing need 
for the whole Repubiic.” 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs held its 
first formal session on Tuesday. The recess nomina- 
tions of Army officers were first taken up and briefly 
considered. The nomination of General Holabird, who 
has been confirmed, was the only one acted upon. It 
became evident as soon as the nominations were taken 
up that there would be considerable opposition to sever- 
al nominations, and for this reason the chairman pre- 
ferred that all except General Holabird should go over 
until the next meeting after the holidays. In the mean- 
time it was proposed to communicate with the War 
Department with reference tosome of them. As far 
as could be ascertained the opposition seemed to be 
against Gen. Murray and the officers who were promoted 
in consequence of Armes’s retirement. Thequestion of 
seniority arose again in the case of the Surgeon-General. 
Captain Armes has announced, it will be remembered, 
that he will contest the President’s right to retire him 
so as to deprive him of promotion. No bills were acted 
upon by the Committee. ‘Those referred to the Com- 
mittee were divided among the members for consider- 
ation and report. 

Joint Resolution 8. R. 26. Granting permission to 
Ensign L. K. Reynolds, U. 8. N., to accept the deco- 
ration of the Royal and Imperial Order of Francis Jo- 
seph from the Government of Austria, in recognition of 
heroic conduct in saving the lives and crew of the Aus- 
trian bark Olivo, was reported favorably from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, by Mr. Morgan, on 
Wednesday. 

The following petitions, etc., have been presented to 
the House since our last report: By Mr. Anderson— 
Petition of A. W. Heicks and others, for relief of sol- 
diers of the Mississippi ram fleet; by Mr. Peters—Pe- 
tition of citizens of Kansas for the erection of Soldiers’ 
Home in that State; by Mr. Randall-- Petition of B. 
W. Hopper and Mrs. Virginia Zeiler, widow of Brig. 
Gen. Jacob Zeiler, late Commandant of Marines, for 
increase of pension.

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NAVAL PAY TABLE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ip the ingenuity of man were taxed to the utmost, it 
would seem almost an impossibility to make a pay table 
involving more inconsistencies than that under which 
the Navy is paid at this present. If the Army can 
truthfully say that ‘‘it never had a better pay table,” 
the sister service can, with equal truth, state that ‘‘ it 
never had a worse one.” . 

There seems to be no governing principle in the ar- 
rangement of the pay of the various grades of officers 
jn the various corps: neither length of service nor rank 
appears to be recognized, andthe whole table is a mass 
of inconsistencies. This has been most vivid:y brought 
to notice within the last few months, owing to the op- 
eration of the act of August 5, 1882. The Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Avademy called attention in his 
apoual report to the discrepancy between the rates of 
pay provided for the graduates who are classmates, ac- 
cording to the corps into which they enter. The recent 
appointments consequent upon the graduation of the 
date of 1877 show the following incongruitics: from 
the same class, who have passed through the same cur- 
riculum, and have graduated with honor, we have: 


At Sea. Pay on On 


Shore. Leave. 
1st—Asst. Naval Constructor. ..% $2,000 $1,500 
2d—Asst. Engineers..........++ 1,700 1,400 1,000

The fortunate members of the construction corps ob 
tain an increase of $200 per year in four years, aud of 
$600 in eight years, if, indeed, they remain in the jun 
ior grade so Jong as that ; thus they reach in this short 
time the same rate of pay on shore as is accorded to 
lieutenants of five years’ standing at sea. The assistant 
engineers also reccive an increase of $200 after five 
years, while the marine officer begins with a fogy of 
$140, and four years hence will get another one, 
making his pay then $1,680. But what of the 
ensigns, some of whom were higher in class 
rank than these others? In the first place, 
they find themselves outranked a whole grade by 
the marine and engineer officers and two grades hy the 
constructors. Secondly, they see their prospects of 
promotion to be, mildly speaking, exceedingly slim, as 
there are nearly one hundred men ahead of them on 
their list, barring their advancement to the next higher 
grade, with its munificent recompense of $200 addi- 
tional for (who shall say how many?) years to come. 
Can any one be found, either in the service or out of 
it, to say that such a state of things is just and proper ? 
If it isas true now, as when it was first said, that ‘‘the 
laborer is worthy of his hire,” as is comm)nly believed 
to be the cuse, certainly justice seems to have sadly 
miscarried in these instances. 

If we examine the pay of the junior medical officers 
we find that these gentlemen enter the service with the 
rank of ensign (with six years precedence) and the pay 
as given above for assistant engineers. In two years they 
are promoted another grade, and receive at sea $2,000, 
on shure $1,800, on leave $1,500, with $200 increase 
after five years, this first rate of pay being a trifle 
greater than that received by masters of five years 
standing, who have been (as shown by the register for 
the current year) nine years in the service since their 
graduation. Let us look at the condition of the passed 
assistant engineer, who, as matters stand at present, see 
themeelves cut off from hope of advancement either in 
grade, rank or pay for many years to come. Being 
much older men, their case is harder even than that 
of the junior ensigns; the first sixty are senior to 
every lieutenant on the list, while their pay 
18 $400 less at sea and $200 less on shore, 
being the same as is received by passed 
assistant surgeons only seven years after their original 
entry. Surely here is another instance where justice 
has miscarried. With the junior pay officers we find 
passed assistants with the pay above noted as given to 
medical officers of the same grade, after three years of 
Service, and with the pay of the senior engineer officers 
of this grade after ten or twelve years of service. Pro- 
Motion in this corps, however, is to be very slow in the 
future, and the state of affairs obtaining at present will 
notendure. This is true, also, of the Engineer Corps, 
whose lowest grade must wait along time for promo- 
tion, but no longer than the line, while all the time they 
are receiving greater pay than their brethren. 

When we come to examine the higher grades of the 
staff and line, we observe many anomalies. Surgeons, 
paymasters, and chief engineers, with the relative rank 
of lieutenant commander, are receiving at sea $200, on 
shore $600, und on leave $500, more than acummander, 
wh9 ranks them an entire grade, and whose responsi- 
bilities are certainly as great, and when in command 
= — assuredly greater, than those of his subordi- 
an moet noticeable instance of this discrepancy was 

a on board the Constellation during her recent practice 
cruise—her commanding officer, a commander, receiv- 
ing pay at the rate of $900 per annum less than her

on, for there are pay officers who have reached the 
-< captain in about twenty-two years, the medical 
gunk T having been five years and the engineer officer 
ve years longer; the junior captain having been 


thirty-one years, and the senior thirty-three years gain- 
ing this grade. 

We are aware that a great argument is used by the 
staff in that they do not receive promotion to the high- 
est ranks as do the line, and hence that they should re- 
ceive more pay in the highest grade which they can 
reach in their own corps than the line officer of the cor- 
responding rank; but asin this position they receive, 
practically speaking, 8 commouore’s pay, it does not 
seem that this argument is a sound one, when we con- 
sider the shortness of time that an admiral holds his 
commission. This want of adjustment is chiefly felt 
by the retired staff officers, who, after an honorable 
career, find themselves upon the shelf with a rate of 
pay $1,200 /ess than that of their brethren of the line, 
who, like them, are retired for age. Here, again, it 
may truly be said that there has been a miscarriage of 
justice; and it would seem to be a reasonable idea that 
the leave or waiting orders pay of officers on the active 
list should be somewhere near that received by those 
on the retired list, for as # rule this rate of pay is much 
too small in all cases, and in ary revision of the pay it 
should be increased. 

There are other anomalies also that we pass by, 
merely calling attention to one peculiar one, by which 
surgeons (with the relative rank of lieutenant) receive 
the pay of lieutenant commanders; and some of thee 
will soon receive au increase of $400 upon that, making 
them intermediate in pay between lieutenant command- 
ers and commanders. These gentlemen are all junior 
to the passed assistant engineers before referred to, 
having been in the service from thirteen to fifteen years 
as against the twenty and twenty-two years of the 
engineers. 

There is thenas great a difference between the 
pay of the various staff corps, as between them and 
the line, and it would seem that the time has come for 
a readjustment of affairs. The conditions which ob- 
tained 13 years ago, the age of the present system, no 
longer exist. The line officers are older grade for grade 
than they were then. The engineer corps has been 
raised to an assured and permanert scientific standard. 
Above all, the service (for the first time in its existence) 
sees before it the prospect of a cessation of the strife and 
struggle consequent upon the clashing of two distinct 
classes of officers with diverse education and ideas of 
discipline, for as the lower grades are filled by gradu- 
ates of the Academy, we can look forward to a more 
compact and homogeneous body, than has been seen in 
the past. We do not think that there is danger of the 
pay being cut down as a whole. Of course in any 
adjustment whatever there will be some individuals 
who will suffer, but individual interests must 
give way. The bane of all naval legislation heretofore 
has been this question of individuals and not of princi- 
ples. A captain, when discussing the law of 1866, 
said, iu reply to some one who thought the number of 
commod.res proposed too great, ‘“‘ Why then, I 
shouldn’t be promoted,” asif that was the only ques- 
tion under consideration. A prominent staff officer pro- 
fessed himself favorable to a certain general proposi- 
tion made by a line officer, provided a slight change 
were made in its phraseology, by which he would be 
included in its benefits; and such has been in too great 
a degree the spirit manifested by those who should not 
have so far forgotten their position as servants of the 
Government. We trust, however, that with the new 
system inaugurated by the act of August 5, 1882, there 
will come a comwunity of purpose, such as exists to a 
great extent in the Army. 

There are three methods by which officers may be 
paid, each of which has its advantages and disadvan- 
tages; first, that of length of service, by which start- 
ing frem a fixed sum, with a regular increase, every 
officer of the same length of service, no matter what 
may be his rank, shall receive the same pay, with pos- 
sibly a small addition as table money for officers in 
command.

THE HOPE GUNS. 


A NEw departure, or as some Call it a revolution, has 
taken place in artillery science. It was moreover 
somewhat startling, as its advent bas been sudden and 
unlooked for. It appears that ever since Lieut. Hope, 
of the 7th Royal Fusileers, was given charge of a but- 
tery of 32 pr. guns, 1000 yards from the left flank of the 
Malakoff, owing tothe loss of English artillery officers at 
the siege of Sabastopol, he has devoted his attention 
to artillery science. The result is that simultaneously 
to his rising to the rank of lieutenant-colonel with the 
Victoria Cross, he has produced a gun, which is greatly 
interesting the artillery world in Europe, inasmuch as 
it doubles the velocity of the shot, or what is better, 
gives a greatly increased velocity tu that of any gun 
now in use, while doubling the weight of the shot. 
Your commission were over in France this summer and 
were fortunste in seeing what all wish to see now, who 
are interested in gunnery—they saw the 5 inch Hope 
gun fired at Terre Noite. It is stated that the velocities 
so much surprised your commission that they asked 
and oktained permission for one of their number to 
take them, which it is said appeared to gratify them as 
showing the openness of the trial. 1t is not stated what 
performance your commission saw, but the accounts 
last week were that this 5 inch gun was firing shot 
weighing 176 lbs. with a velocity of 2,646 feet a second. 
A 5inch gun of the most improved type in Europe 
would be a 60 pounder with a velocity of 1,800 feet, in- 
creased under pressure and consequent danger to 2,000 

feet. 

It is probable that we shall have some of these Hope 
'gunsin hand before long in Engiand fora foreign 
|power. The following is an extract of Colonel Hope’s 
| proposal to that power, which I have been fortunate 

enough to secure : 

‘The advantages claimed for the Hope guns are sum- 

med up as follows: 1, A saving of over 80 per cent®in 











weight of gun. 2. A saving of over 60 per cent. in 
money. 38. A saving of 90 to 95 percent. in time of 
construction. 4. An enermous saving in the cost of the 
ships required to carry them. 5. A considerable suving 
in cost of ammunition. 6. The saving of the whole of 
the costly and cumbrous hydraulic machinery required 
for loading other large guns. 7. Consequent immunity 
from the liability of the gun to be rendered useless by 
the machinery breaking or being injured. 8. Less 
training required for gunners. 9. Greater rapidity of 
fire. 10. Power of maintaining this rapidity of fire 
without iujury to the gun, from its being e in one 
piece instead of being cut up into little bits. 11. Much 
greater velocity. 12. Much greater penetration. 13. 
Much greater range. 14. Much greater accuracy. 15. 
Much flatter trajectory, greatly diminishing the chances 
of missing the object aimed at.” 

Should any further intelligence come to hand regard- 
ing this important subject I shall send it to you.

Wirz regard to the pro change in the dress hat 
or helmet, as to which o are invited to give their 
views, I wish to give my experience with the dress 
hat question. I have been in the service a little more than 
eleven years, and during that time I have been com- 
pelled to purchase three different styles of dress hats 
at u cost of $18, $25 and $28 respectively. My last 
dress helmet is as good as new; I have also a cord and 
a plume costing $14 that I have never had on. Here 
isa total expenditure of $85 in eleven years. And 
now another change is proposed. I have yet to hear 
a cavalry officer who is in favor of this change. 

Duriog a recent discussion about changes of the uni- 
form, an old Army captain very justly remarked that 
it is not a new uniform that the Army needs, but a new 
set of officers for the old uniform in certain instances. 

The item copied in the various papers over the coun- 
try with regard to General Sheridan giving away his 
helmet to his servant on the third day of the trip, un- 
doubtedly means the campaign or summer helmet, 
which is an abomifable affair, and should be supplanted 
by the drab campaign hat, which is as near perfect as 
it ever will be. I know this from experience, having 
worn both kinds continually for months.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Noting the squib in a recent issue from an officer, 
who seems to have met a calorific state of mind on the 
subject of the helmet, I beg tor room enough 
in your columns to assert—and the assertion 
is capable of solid proof—that a more comfortable, ser- 
viceable, and soldierlike headdress has never been worn 
in the Army than the present foot helmet. 

Judging from what your correspondent writes, I take 
him for a mounted officer; and 1 can sympathize with 
him as to the weight and awkwardness of the mounted 
helmet—loaded as it is with hair plume and hat cord. 
There lies the great mistake in the matter, and such ap- 
pendages are neither useful nor ornamental, but add 
weight and expense to what would otherwise be a 
very sensible headgear for almost any military purpose. 

The writer has worn both styles of helmet extensively 
ever since their adoption, and has found that for the 
foot service as easy as either the ordinary gentleman’s 
dress hat or the derby. True, it could be improved in 
its mountings, by adding a narrow gilt binding to the 
front visor, and a strip of round-back gilt metal to the 
back, extending from the spike base to the tip of the 
cape—thus giving character to the lines of the hat —but 
the question of abolishing it has no sensible or adequate 
foundation whatever. 

Let it be remembered that we got the helmet, after 
the trouble, and perhaps unsoldierly method, of going 
to the General of the Army with a long petition; and 
that the general acceded to our wish against his own 
opinion previously expressed in General Orders. To ask 
its abolishment now would therefore be stultifying to 
the Service and an exhibition of chatacter too ig to 
be tolerated. 

The old soft dress-hat was the abomination of the 
service from 1866 to 72; since then it has certainly ac- 
cumulated no additional qualification to entitle it to 
restoration on the heads of our troops, and that is plain 
fact.

SrventH New Yorxr—Col. Emmons Clark.—In spite of 
the slushy, dismal weather on Tuesday, Dec. 18, Company F 
turned out with a front of thirty-two full files. The com- 
papy made a compact, soldierly appearance, and was handled 
by Capt. Appleton in his usual accomplished manner. It was 
a handsome drill, each man evidently having his whole mind 
concentrated on the werk before him, and feeling that the 
success of the whole depended on his individual efforts, This 
spirit, which pervades the whole regiment, is carefully culti- 
vated by those in charge, and it forms the mainspring of the 
world-renowned success of the regiment, whether in the drill 
hall, in camp, on parade in the street, or before the butts. 
Capt. Appleton’s company showed much improvement since 
the beginning of the drill season, and the present drill ranks 
among the best which have come under our notice. We 
think the company can well afford the loss of their drills on 
election day, Christmas, and New Year’s, and, to judge from 
their performanve on this occasion, there is no need for any 
extra drills on that account. The marchings in line and by 
fours, the formations from double to single rank, and vice 
versa, the obliques, the passages from fours into column of 
files and re-formations of fours, the wheels in double and 
oe rank, were all executed with mathematical precision 
and promptness, and require no remarks. The manual was 
handsome and regular. The drill included the platoon exer- 
cises, and here the company also acquitted itself with much 
credit, with the exception of an occasional fault of alignment 
in wheeling by platoons. 

On the same evening Company E, Oapt. Rhoads, was out 
with fourteen files, one of the smallest turnouts we have 
witnessed in the Seventh. This statement is, however, not 
intended to reflect on the company commander, who is quite 
competent and energetic. It must be borne in mind that, 
when he assumed command, the company was very small,’ 
that about thirty members have since been lost by discharge, 
and that his task was therefore not only to procure new men, 
but also to replace the lost ones. As it is, the command has 
done well, and is progressing in point of membership as well 
as in drill.

Each company was put through a few preliminary move- 
ments for a warming up after which the whole was consoli- 
dated into three companies of twelve files front for battalion 
drill, Capt. Freeman commanding, and the sergeant major 
acting as adjutant. The formation was rapid and prompt, 
but during tha marching on qnite a number of fours neg- 
lected to comply with par. 207, which requires the rear ranks 
to fall back to thirty-two inches. This should be looked 
after. Oapt. Freeman then began with the manual, which, 
as a general thing, was executed with the usual snap of the 
regiment. A few new hands in different places were slow, 
and occasionally would slight certain motions, while, in the 
support from the right shoulder, and vice versa, a general 
lack of practice and uniformity was apparent all along the 
line, with only few exceptions. The marching drill, though 
simple and rather tame, was in accordance with the rules laid 
down by the regimental commander for the management of 
these drills, the consolidation of the companies being made 
merely for the thorough and uniform instruction of the men 
in the principles governing the movements by fours, the 
keeving of distances, steady step. etc., and not for elaborate 
battalion evolutions. The latter will be ordered in due sea- 
son, and conducted as usual by the field officers. When the 
manual was ended, the battalion was put in motion by the 
right flank, with what appeared to us as a rather slow step, 
although we did not time it. The bearing of the men was! 
very steady and military, but in a few instances in the rear 
company the distances of the fours were unequal and incor- 
rect. After passing several times around, line was formed, 
and several advances and retreats in line were executed with 
very handsome alignments, at the close of which the com- 
mand companies column left was given, the battalion ad- 
vanced in column of companies by the flank, reformed intu 
column of fours, and then executed on the left into line, 
markers and guides out promptly. After this the battalion 
broke into column of companies, performed several turns 
around the room, broke again into column of fours, formed 
line, executed some more manual, and was dismissed, The 
movements were well superintended, and company com- 
manders were active and prompt. In conclusion, Company 
E was formed in single rank, and exercised in the manual by 
Lt. Thurston, with a view to perfecting the men in prompt 
and rapid movements of the left hands. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Gov. Butler, of Massachusetts, has rendered an important 
decision, in his capacity as commander-in-chief of the mili- 
tary of the State, by issuing an order reversing an order is- 
sned more than twenty years ago for the dishonorable dis- 
charge of Capt. John R. Farrell, Company G, 48th Regiment. 
It seems that the discharge was ordered by Gov. Andrew 
several days after the regiment had been mustered into the 
United States service. The captain has always claimed that 








the State authorities had no right to discharge an officer of 


Farrell, and has ordered Adjutant Gen. Dalton to rescind 
the order for the discharge, which was at once done, and 
Capt. Farrell was placed er the same footing as before the 
original order was issued in December, 1862. 

It may be remembered that early during the civil war, 
General C. P. Stone who is himself a Massachusetts man, 
protested against the Massachusetts troops under his com- 
mand receiving instructions from the Governor of that 
State, from whose control they had entirely passed. This 
led to General Stone’s denunciation by Senator Sumner on 
the floor of the Senate, and was ons of the causes of Stone’s 
removal from his command and compulsary detention at 
the old capital prison.—Eprror. 





LOUISIANA. 


Ove of the victims of the recent election riots in New Or- 
leans was Captain Michel Fortier, well known in the South 
and Weat as the commander of a volunteer battery of urtil- 
lery, an organizatian which managed to estublish quite a re- 
putation among State troops asa crack battery. Captain 
Fortier received « pistol ball in the neck, which severed the 
carotid artery, and he died in a few minutes. He had been 
an active Ogden man throughout the canvass. Two years 
ago he competed for the artillery prizes at Louisville and In- 
dianapolis in the military drills. He won the first prize at 
Louisville and claimed that he was j ckeyed out of it at In- 
dianapolis. He refused the second prize there, and appealed 
to the Secretary of War for arevision of the judges’ verdict. 
The matter was referred to a board of artillery officers, who 
decided that Fortier’s detachment was entitled to first 
honors at Indianapolis. Last summer his detachment won 
the first prize at Nashville. 


MILITIA ARTILLERY. 


The San Francisco Report says: ‘‘ Adjutant Gen. Oosby is 
leading a movement to induce the War Department to issue 
to the militia of the States, Lowell or Gatling guns, instead 
of the heavy and useless field guns with which most of the 
militia batteries are equipped. It does not much matter 
what guns the militia batteries have, if they get uo more 
drill than they now have. Of what use would their armory 
or pavilion drill be, if they found themselves fighting in the 
streets or in the open country ? All that seems to be thought 
necessary to make infantry militia into artillery is to puta 
red stripe down the men’s trousers ; but the red stripe would 
not help them much if they were called upon for regular ar- 
tillery work. The N. G. O. of this city has Gatling guns 
already. Does it kaow how to use them, and manwuvre 
with them ?” 





A GOOD TEST. 


The San Francisco Report says: ‘There is an and 
pretty good test, by which every man may gauge tbe military 
usefuluess of a militia regiment. If the regiment and its 
companies are always punctual to the minute ; if the men are 
steady and quiet in the ranks and out of them; if the offi- 
cers are treated with respect, whether in command at the 
time or not ; and if the men are clean, tidy, and take evident 
pride in themselves and the regiment, the regiment isa pretty
